Last  October  25,  I  think  it  was,  I  was  spending  the  evening  at  home  alone, 
reading  a  book  with  the  television  on  for  company.  My  attention  was  caught  on 
the  voice  of  Channel  7  newsman  Jerry  Jensen,  giving  what  is  called  in  the  trade 
a  "tease"  for  the  KGO  eleven  o'clock  news  program: 

"THERE  ARE  NO  CLUES  YET,"  he  said,  "BUT  POLICE  ARE  STILL 
SEARCHING  FOR  THE  OWNER  OF  A  MALE  SEXUAL  ORGAN  FOUND  ON 
THE  RAILROAD  TRACKS  IN  OAKLAND  TODA  Y.  WE'LL  HA  VE  ALL  THE 
DETAILS  ON  CHANNEL  SEVEN  NEWS  SCENE  COMING  UP  AT  ELEVEN.  " 

Bing.  That  was  it— a  commercial  appeared.  I  stared  at  the  television.  A 
penis?  In  Oakland? 

Eleven  o'clock  finally  came.  There  was  Jerry  again:  '77V  ONE  OF  THE 
MOST  BIZARRE  STORIES  WE'VE  COME  ACROSS  LATELY  .  .  .  "  What 
followed  was  an  elaborate  piece  of  reporting.  There  was  some  film  of  police  of- 
ficers at  the  scene,  showing  them  (at  a  discreet  distance)  gingerly  placing  some- 
thing in  a  plastic  baggie.  There  was  a  psychiatrist's  opinion  on  the  motivation  for 
such  an  act.  And  all  the  time,  just  in  back  of  Jerry's  head,  hovered  the  single 
word  MUTILATION,  with  a  stylized  representation  of  a  human  body  with  de- 
tached arms  and  legs. 

Jerry  Jensen  admitted  later,  "We  really  did  some  soul-searching"  before 
the  story  was  aired.  But  he  says  he's  proud  of  it,  and  adds,  "It's  really  repre- 
sentative of  our  efforts  to  attract  a  wider  audience  to  TV  news."

wGO,  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  American  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany, has  had  a  remarkable  success  in  attracting  just  such  a  wider  audience. 
After  years  of  wallowing  at  the  bottom  of  the  ratings,  KGO  now  leads  KPIX 
(Channel  5-a  CBS  affiliate)  and  KRON  (Channel  4-an  NBC  affiliate)  at  both 
six  o'clock  and  at  eleven  o'clock,  the  two  prime  local  news  slots. 

Even  more  significantly,  KGO  eclipsed  the  other  stations  not  by  stealing 
their  news  audience,  but  by  making  one  of  its  own.  While  roughly  the  same 
number  of  people  watch  KRON  and  KPIX  news  as  did  three  years  ago,  KGO's 
share  of  the  audience  at  six  o'clock  climbed  from  19%  in  May  of  1970  to  57%  in 
March  of  this  year.  KGO's  News  Director,  Pat  Polillo,  who  is  not  hobbled  by  ex- 
cessive modesty,  says  it  is  no  coincidence  that  KGO's  rise  began  soon  after  he 
arrived  from  New  York  three  years  ago.  "When  I  got  out  here,"  he  says,  "and 
saw  the  ratings  for  the  eleven  o'clock  news  shows,  I  thought  one  of  two  things: 
either  California  people  don't  like  late  night  news  programs  or  they  aren't  get- 
ting what  they  want."

Ln  the  spring  of  1970,  the  Bay  Area  was  suddenly  inundated  with  bill- 
boards, newspaper  ads  and  spot  promos  on  KGO  showing  the  Channel  7  news 
staff:  Jerry  Jensen,  Van  Amburg,  Pete  Giddings  and  John  O'Reilly,  dressed  as 
cowboys.  They  were  called  the  "Channel  7  News  Gang,"  and  a  typical  news- 
paper ad  showed  them  sitting  around  a  poker  table  with  the  caption,  "Let  the 
News  Gang  deal  you  in!"  This  provoked  KRON  into  what  anchorman  Dave 
Valentine  rather  ruefully  calls  the  "Dog-Head  Episode."  Valentine  and  other 
members  of  the  Channel  4  news  staff  were  attired  in  papier-mache  dogs'  heads 
and  dubbed  the  "Channel  4  News  Hounds."  The  campaign  had  a  questionable  ef- 
fect on  the  station's  image,  and  did  little  to  improve  the  ratings. 

KPIX  eschewed  costumes,  but  did  respond  to  KGO's  other  major  innova- 


tion, a  chatty  new  style  of  reporting,  called  by  its  detractors  "Happy  News." 
Jerry  Jensen,  who  doesn't  like  that  term,  says  he  prefers  to  describe  it  as  a  "cer- 
tain informality  and  looseness  which  has  not  characterized  the  medium  until 
now."  If  he  had  to  choose  a  word,  he  says,  that  word  would  be  "human-be- 
cause  that's  what  we  try  to  be."

.he  changes  in  KGO's  format  came  about  following  a  $10,000  marketing 
study  conducted  by  the  firm  of  McHugh-Hoffman.  As  part  of  the  study, 
McHugh-Hoffman  reportedly  rented  a  house  in  a  residential  section  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, so  that  viewer  reactions  could  be  measured  in  a  "family  environment."  Ac- 
cording to  this  account,  McHugh-Hoffman  approached  the  problem  of  finding 
the  optimum  news  personality  by  asking  "There's  a  death  in  the  family.  Who's 
going  to  tell  Mom?"  The  answer,  they  found,  was  not  a  cool,  professional  journ- 
alist, but  a  warm,  sympathetic,  "human"  newscaster. 

KPIX  first  scoffed,  then  panicked  when  KGO  began  to  threaten  its  long- 
time domination  of  the  news  market.  Veteran  anchorman  John  Weston  was 
fired.  According  to  Dave  Horowitz,  the  KPIX  News  Director  at  the  time,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  new  KGO  format  "told  everybody  this:  it's  no  longer  any  good  to 
have  somebody  on  your  screen  spitting  out  information  like  a  computer  read- 
out." Weston's  sin  was  that  he  was  too  cool.  Not  the  type  of  guy  to  tell  Mom  . . . 

KPIX  brought  in  Joe  Glover  from  New  Orleans,  hoping  to  inject  some 
Southern  warmth.  But  Glover  failed  to  radiate  sufficiently  and  was  demoted; 
Ron  Magers  now  warms  Weston's  old  chair.  Other  heads  rolled  at  KPIX  as  KGO's 
climb  continued,  including  that  of  Dave  Horowitz.  Weatherman  Leon  Huntsaker, 
who  never  seemed  at  ease  in  front  of  the  camera,  was  pensioned  off.  Rolfe 
Peterson  was  given  the  status  of  reviewer-cum-funnyman.  Everyone  was  moved 
from  behind  lecterns  to  chairs  and  then  back  behind  the  lecterns  again.  Little 
"bump  cards"  were  used  at  the  beginning  of  filmed  stories  to  tell  what  they  were 
about;  then  the  bump  cards  were  banished.  Ron  Magers  insists  that  the  little 
stylistic  tricks  are  not  important-"We  may  change  the  way  we  look,  but  we 
don't  change  the  way  we  cover  stories."  He  says  he  is  proud  of  this,  and  it  does 
seem  true  that  Magers  &  Co.  long  for  admiration  as  journalists. 

At  KGO,  Amburg  and  Jensen  are  more  eager  to  be  liked  as  people.  Last 
year,  Jerry  Jensen  said  in  an  interview,  "Above  all,  I  want  to  communicate,  to 
'get  through  the  tube,'  as  we  say,  to  have  whoever  is  watching,  wherever  he 
might  be,  identify.  It  gets  down  to  the  point,"  he  says,  "where  you  can't  let 
your  audience  think,  kind  of.  You  want  to  tie  it  together  so  well  and  be  so  re- 
sponsive, and  yet  so  informal,  that  they  can  just  sit  and  accept  the  current  events 
of  the  day." 

The  lesson  here  may  be  that  if  you  want  to  attract  an  audience  for  a  TV 
news  program-particularly  an  audience  which  does  not  already  watch  the  news- 
don't  hire  a  journalist,  hire  a  saleman.

'n  the  evening  of  March  21 ,  1973,  viewers  were  treated  to  the  KGO  News 
Gang  dressed,  not  in  cowboy  outfits,  but  in  tuxedos.  The  reason  was  that  they 
had  just  been  awarded  a  special  "Emmy"  by  the  National  Academy  for  Televi- 
sion Arts  and  Sciences  for  the  "Best  News  Show  in  Northern  California."  The 
award  was  actually  given  in  place  of  the  regular  Emmy  for  "Outstanding 
Achievement  in  Local  News  Reporting,"  which  was  not  given  this  year.  It  wasn't 
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awarded  because  no  Bay  Area  news  program  was  judged  worthy  of  the  prize. 
Frustrated  and  a  little  chagrined,  local  news  directors  petitioned  the  Academy 
to   sponsor  another  competition   in   which   there  was  sure   to  be  a  winner. 

On  a  day  chosen  at  random  (December  28,  1972),  the  Academy  video- 
taped each  of  the  participating  local 
news  programs  (Channels  2, 4,  5,  7, 9 
and  10).  The  tape  was  shipped  off  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  where  a  panel  of 
local  news  producers  evaluated  them 
and  judged  KGO's  the  best.  This 
turned  out  to  be  a  little  embarrassing 
for  KGO,  since  on  December  28, 
Van  Amburg  was  sick,  and  was  re- 
placed by  weekend  newscaster  Steve 
Davis. 

I  was  a  bit  startled  by  the  results  of  the  competition,  and  on  April  3, 
1973,  I  undertook  my  own  news  program  evaluation.  From  noon  until  eleven- 
thirty  p.m.,  I  watched  or  taped  all  the  TV  news  shows.  The  two  big  stories  that 
day  were  the  declared  mistrial  for  Ruchell  Magee  due  to  a  deadlocked  jury,  and 
the  national  meat  boycott,  then  in  its  third  day. 

The  Ruchell  Magee  story  demanded  hustle  for  the  noon  news  shows,  since 
the  mistrial  had  been  declared  only  about  an  hour  before.  KRON  scored  a  minor 
scoop  on  KPIX  by  coming  up  with  a  breakdown  of  the  final  jury  deadlock; 
KPIX  simply  reported  that  a  mistrial  had  been  declared  and  described  the  court- 
room reaction.  Even  at  six  o'clock,  KPIX  seemed  less  prepared  than  KRON  had 
been  at  5:30.  KRON  ran  some  well-edited  film  of  an  interview  with  the  lone 
juror  who  held  out  for  acquittal,  plus  some  comments  by  defense  attorney 
Robert  Carrow.  KPIX  also  interviewed  the  holdout  juror,  then  wasted  valuable 
time  showing  reporter  Roilin  Post  poking  his  microphone  at  members  of  what 
he  called  "a  mostly  uncommunicative  jury."  Uncommunicative  they  were,  and 
the  informational  content  of  the  film  was  nil. 

KGO  displayed  characteristic  flair  by  dropping  the  Magee  story  to  second 
place,  leading  off  with  what  was  described  as  a  "late  breaking  story  out  of 
Wounded  Knee,"  that  a  settlement  between  Indians  and  Federal  marshalls  was 
"imminent."  KGO  also  followed  the  Magee  story  with  a  report  about  a  lawyer 
who  drew  a  pistol  and  opened  fire  in  a  Detroit  court.  Both  this  story  and  the 
lead  story  were  "heated  up"  by  the  manner  in  which  they  were  presented.  In 
other  words,  the  "imminent  solution"  at  Wounded  Knee  was  repeatedly  played 
up  ("Our  guess  is  that  there  will  be  a  settlement  tomorrow")  as  was  the  sup- 
posed connection  between  the  Detroit  story  and  the  Magee  case  ("What  might 
have  been  a  chilling  replay  .  .  .  "). 
There  was  no  settlement  at  Wounded 
Knee  for  more  than  a  month. 

Each  station  does  one  early 
evening  news  broadcast,  then  broad- 
casts the  network  news,  then  comes 
back  again  with  another  news  pro- 
gram. The  second  local  program  is 
usually  "softer"  in  that  it  contains 
more  feature  material  than  hard 
news.  One  story  on  KGO  dealt  with 
a  computer  show  in  San  Francisco, 
and  must  have  set  some  sort  of  re- 
cord for  softness.  It  showed  many 
scenes  of  the  exhibits  with  Jerry 
Jensen's  accompanying  commentary 
which  follows  in  its  entirety:  "You 
might  call  it  Computer  City  down- 
town [pause]  or  you  might  not,  if 
you  don't  want  to  it  happened  at  the 
Civic  Auditorium,  though  [pause] 
big  travelling  computer  show  opened 
there  today  [pause]  lots  of  local 
[pause]  not  so  local  [pause]  com- 
puter firms  showing  off  their  'soft- 
ware' at  the  exhibition  [pause] 
they're  calling  it  a  'computer  caravan' 
because  [pause]  it's  on  wheels." 

Both  KRON  and  KPIX  began 
their  second  news  programs  with 
nicely  edited,  picturesque,  and  per- 
fectly meaningless  stories  about  Fort 
Ord,  the  big  Army  base  near  Monter- 
ey. There  were  rumors  the  base 
would  be  closed,  and  at  6:30,  KRON 
led  off  with  an  account  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  base,  and  the  effect  its 
closing  would  have  on  the  Monterey 
area  economy.  The  story  concluded, 
"Pentagon  sources  told  Senator  Alan

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Cranston  today  there  are  no  plans  to  close  or  cut  back  operations  at  Fort  Ord 
A  half-hour  later,  KPIX  did  exactly  the  same  thing:  a  long  report  on  Fort  Ord, 
the  essence  of  which  was  that  the  base  would  not  be  closed.  It's  easy  to  see  what 
happened:  Both  the  stations  had  sent  camera  crews  down  to  Monterey  and  bud- 
geted time  on  the  news  program  be- 
fore the  denial  of  the  rumor  was  is- 
sued in  Washington.  But  rather  than 
throw  away  some  fairly  colorful  and 
expensive  film,  the  station  broadcast 
it  anyway,  assuming  that  the  public 
will  accept  anything  as  news  if  it 
looks  like  news. 

A  growing  number  of  Ameri- 
cans, including  the  Vice  President, 
have  come  to  realize  that  "the  news" 
as  presented  in  the  electronic  media,  is  defined  not  so  much  by  the  people  who 
report  it.  News  programs  which  begin  with  the  words  "Here's  what's  happening 
at  this  hour  ..."  are  usually  filled  with  things  that  (a)  Have  not  happened  yet 
(b)  happened  several  days  ago,  but  without  a  TV  camera  present  and  (c) 
wouldn't  have  happened  at  all  if  a  TV  camera  crew  had  not  been  there. 
Because  of  the  technology  involved,  television  journalism  has  been  com- 
pared with  trying  to  write  with  a  2000-pound  pencil.  TV  equipment  costs 
money,  and  so  do  the  men  and  women  who  operate  that  equipment.  All  news 
departments  operate  on  budgets,  and  news  directors  are  required  to  make  assign- 
ments with  costs  in  mind.  Most  are  unhappy  with  this  stricture;  a  common  la- 
ment is  "I'd  love  to  hire  an  investigative  reporter,  if  only  we  had  the  money  . . ." 
The  irony  is  that  they  have.  These  local  news  programs  are  little  gold  mines.  The 
stations  spend  most  of  each  day  broadcasting  network  programs  and  sharing  the 
commercial  revenue  derived  from  these  programs  with  the  networks.  But  when 
it  comes  time  for  the  local  news  programs,  the  stations  can  sell  all  the  commer- 
cial time  themselves.  Each  local  news  program  has  about  six  commercials.  There 
is  an  average  of  four  news  programs  per  station  per  day,  making  a  total  of  24 
commercials  daily.  These  commercials  cost  the  advertisers  from  $500  to  $900 
each.  Simple  multiplication  shows  that  the  stations  are  earning  in  the  vicinity  of 
$100,000  each  week  in  the  News  Business— enough  for  several  2000-pound 
pencils. 

For  years  critics  have  urged  the  stations  to  spend  some  of  this  money 
hiring  investigative  reporters  and  concentrating  on  news  which  affects  the  public 
as  citizens  instead  of  on  bus  crashes,  mistreated  animals  and  grisly  murders. 
Part  of  the  reason  the  stations  have  been  recalcitrant  may  be  the  amount  of 

money  involved  which  creates  con- 
stant pressure  on  news  departments 
to  increase  their  audiences.  Part  of 
the  reason  may  be  that  there  is  no 
percentage  in  bold  reporting  when 
viewers  can  so  easily  flick  the  chan- 
nel to  watch  someone  more  comfor- 
ting, hired  not  for  journalistic  acu- 
men but  for  looks  and  warmth. 
Television  is  essentially  a  vehi- 
cle for  entertainment  and  no  doubt 
most  people  turn  on  their  television 
sets  not  to  be  confronted  with  life 
but  to  escape  it.  Just  as  we  get  the 
leaders  we  deserve,  we  get  the  news 
programs  we  deserve.  Perhaps  we 
should  be  glad  we've  got  the  news- 
papers; without  them  we  might  never 
have  heard  about  the  Pentagon  Pa- 
pers, or  Watergate.  Still,  it  seems  odd 
that  at  a  time  when  the  newspapers 
are  engaged  in  progressively  bolder 
and  more  effective  reporting,  the 
newer  medium  of  television  should 
be  getting  more  and  more  stylized, 
narcissistic,  and  hamstrung  by  its 
own  technology.
